Yucea Bloom Season 
Begins Ascendancy 
In Canyon Country 


| San Antonio canyon country 
|promises another banner year of 
yucca blooms, according to re- 
ports from Curry’s Camp Baldy 
resort, where one yucca stalk at 
the camp has been averaging a 
15-in-a-day growth by actual 
measurement. 

Known also as “Candles of the 
Lord”, the tall stalks with their 
white spikes of fragrant massed 
blossoms, rising five to 20 feet 
high from their bases of massed 
bayonet-like plants, annually pre- 
sent a_ spectacle of beauty 
throughout the canyon. 

At Yucca flats, just below Camp 
Baldy, they grow in great pro- 
fusion on the slopes, as well as 
at another point just above the 
turn-in to Ice House canyon. 
Their blooming starts in the low- 
er canyon the latter part of May 
and follows the season up the 
;canyon, where the latest blooms 
are found around Snow Crest and 
the upper slopes of Baldy about 
the middle of July.
